Plaintiff 
further requests that summary judgment briefing is warranted on the five categories of 
documents the IRS has produced in full and on the representative sample of the 
remaining categories that the IRS produced.The Court finds that summary judgment 
briefing is not ripe at this time. As to the five categories of documents that the IRS has 
produced in full, summary judgment briefing would require the court to bifurcate the 
issues. Bifurcating the issues risks wasting judicial resources and complicating the 
issues presented for judicial resolution. Additionally, as to the representative sample, 
because the IRS has not finished reviewing the records at issue, the Court cannot be 
certain that the sample documents produced and redacted are representative of all 
types of documents which will eventually be processed or of all EOIA Exemptions that 
the IRS will assert. Depending on how the case progresses. Plaintiff may again request 
bifurcated summary judgment briefing at a later time if the circumstances require 
it.The Court ORDERS the IRS to file a Status Report as soon as the IRS has a precise 
estimate of the volume of potentially responsive records following the agreed upon 
narrowing, but by no later than JUEY 5, 2019.

MINUTE ORDER: The Court is in receipt of Plaintiffs 35 Response to Defendant the 
Department of Justice's June 14, 2019 Status Report. In Defendant DOJ's 34 status 
report. Defendant indicates that it can produce 1,000 pages per month, beginning in 

July 2019, with a final production date of Eebruary 28, 2020. Plaintiff does not oppose 
this proposal. Accordingly, the Court ORDERS Defendant DOJ to produce 1,000 
pages per month, beginning in July 2019, with a final production date of Eebruary 28, 
2020.
